Wadsworth is, perhaps, the largest 
fish shippiog point in Nevada, and da- 
ring the season in which the law per-: 


‘ 


mits the catching of fish, our little | 
town does a thriving fish business. 
This industry is nearly equally divi- 
ded between the white man and the 
Indian. The former fishing along the 
river, the latter in the Truckee and 
Pyramid lake. To give the reader a 
more definite idea of the extent of 
this trade, I will only say, that the 
past week’s shipment aggregated 7,- 
845 pounds; the week’s preceding, on 
8,470. Other weeks have exceeded 
these totals. The fish are packed in 
50-pound boxes and sent by express 
to Reno, Carson, Virginia City, Gold 
Hill, Truckee, and all along the line 
of the C. P. R. R. to San Francisco; 
also east as far as Palisade and Eureka. 
The present price here is about 12% 
cents per pound, thus yielding a rev- 
enue of some one thousand dollars per 
wee to the fishermen.
